But it was also 
understood that he did not entirely ap- 
prove the bill as passed; he having sug- 
gested that it be amended so as to 
protect the public interest.

SPITZBERGEN, April 20.—Although 
nearly all the men aboard the Norge, 
with the exception of the Italians, 
have had little dirigible experience 
except for their trip from Italy to 
Spitzbergen—which in itself was a suf- 
ficient trial of their ability—they are 
in other ways an extremely versatile 
crew. Nearly all the Norwegians have 
hed sea or flying experience in air- 
planes, three of them are airplane pi- 
lots, and several: have had experience 
in:the Arctic ice. In addition there 
are several good navigators aboard. 
. Lincoln Ellsworth, the only Ameri- 
ean aboard, is an excellent navigator. 
He is the last man in ths world one 
would take to be an Arctic explorer, 
 for’he is a quiet, retiring, rather bash- 
ful man, with a gentle voice and 
pléasant smile. But he proved his 
worth on Amundsen’s last trip, for 
when two of the members of the ex- 
pedition fell through the ice Ells- 
worth rescued them at the risk of his 
_ life; and as a result is nearly as pop- 
‘ular'in Norway as Amundsen himself. 
It was Ellsworth who made possible 
that last trip of Amundsen, for as the 
explorer was sitting in the Waldorf- 
Astoria in New York, figuring up his 
debts after a disastrous season in the 
North and estimating that he might 
pay them if he lived to be.100, Ells- 
worth came in and offered to finance 
the airplane trip toward the Pole. 
He has also contributed $100,000 to- 
ward the expenses of this expedition. 
Lingoln Ellsworth is 44 years old and 
unmarried. He is @ son of the late 
James William Ellsworth, American 
capitalist and connoisseur, who fi- 
nanced the Amundsen-Ellsworth expe- 
dition of 1925 in large part. Living in 
retirement near Florence at the Villa 
‘Palmieri, where Boccaccio wrote the 
Decameron, the elder Ellsworth be- 
Came greatly interested in his son’s 
plan and was easily persuaded to give 
$100,000 toward the expense of the 

expedition. 
During the. month 


‘nat Amundsen 
and Ellsworth were missing James W. 


Ellsworth died in Italy. His death left 


a large fortune to his children, part of 
which is being used in the present ex- 
.pedition, which is said to cost more 
than $250,000. 

Before joining Amundsen, Mr. Ells- 
worth took part in many other scien- 
tific. and exploring expeditions. He 
was a. member of an important geo- 


' logical party which made an elaborate

cross-section of the Andes Mountains 
for. the Smithsonian Institution and 
Johns Hopkins University., . He ex- 


plored the headwaters of:.the (East: 


River for the Canadian Government. 
He carried out extensive explorations 
of the interior of Yucatan. He is a 
graduate of the School of Engineering 
of Columbia University. 

How’ the Arctic obtained its fascina- 
tion over him was told by Lincoln 
Ellsworth in Tum New YoRK TIMES as 
follows: 

“EL try to recall when it was that 
my imagination wes first captured by 
the lure of the Arctic. I must have 
been very young, because I cannot 
recall when first it was. Doubtless 
somewhere in my.ancestry there was 
a restless wanderer with an unap- 
peasable desire to ob «in the furthest 
north. The large blank spaces sur- 
rounding the North Pole have been a 
challenge to th- daring since charts 
first were made. For nearly four gen- 
erations that mysterious plain has 
been the intimate quest of numerous 
adventurers: 

“Before this adventure of ours ex- 
plorers had depended on ships and 
dogs. Andrée and Wellman planned to 
reach the Pole with balloons, but 
theirs were hardly more than’ plans. 
Andrée met with disaster soon after 
leaving Spitzbergen.. Wellman’s ex- 
pedition never left the ground. 

“Curlously enough, Peary was the 
first man with whom I ever discussed 
the matter of using an airplane for 
polar work. That was shortly be- 
fore his death, and he was enthusias- 
tic about the project. Eight years 
later, Captain Amundsen arrived in 
New York, He had already announced 
his belief that the polar sea could 
be crossed in a plane, and for those 
eight years my mind had not freed 
itself of the idea. We had a long 
talk and, as a result, brought Amund- 
sen and my father together. My 
father, too, became enthusiastic and 
agreed to buy us two flying boats. 
Thus the adventure began.” 


‘Amundsen a Typical Norseman. 


Captain Roald Amundsen has been 
traveling the Arctic and Antarctic 
wastes since 1903. He also is a calm, 
emiling man, his blue eyes beaming 
genially from the mass of little lin s 
about them caused by years of squint- 
ing in the glare of the Arctic Sum- 
mers. He is a.typical Norseman, tall, 
powerfully built about the shoulders 
and, despite his fifty-four years, as 
activé as a cat. 

With eagle beak, piercing blue eyes, 
audacity and determination in every 
one of the deep lines in his face Am- 
undsen looks the part of the greatest of 
living explorers. His greatest four 
achievements.as an explorer have been 
the conquest of the South Pole in 1911, 
his achievement of the Northwest

ice, and, considering them imprac- 
ticable, he decided to make the at- 
tempt this year in a dirigible. 


Norge’s Commander Its Builder. 
The Commander of the Norge is the 


Nobile, one of the most noted of 
modern airship constructors and fly- 
ers» His ability as a navigator has 
been proved by his flights from Rome 
across Western and Northern Europe, 
through storms and fogs, without 
mishap. 

Fully appreciating the difficulties of 
his mission, Colonel Nobile laid his 
plans with the greatest care. He'made 
a visit to Russia to obtain permission 


near Leningrad, and he. obtained the 
full cooperation of the Soviet Govern- 
ment. With similar cooperation from- 
Italy, France, England and Norway, 
he made ‘his flights over Europe with 
close adherence to schedule. 

Colonel Nobile is 41 years old, He 
has been engaged in airship work 
since entering the army, and is the 
inventor of this type, of semi-rigid 
dirigible, said to be best of its kind 
in the.world. He has flown on scores 
of trips with dirigibles. The method 
of constructing a flexible keel with 
steel tubes joined in a strong but mov- 
able ballbearing joints is-his invention. 
During the war Colonel Nobile was 
engaged in dirigible construction and 
gained experience which’ he applied 
when building the. Norge. 

Colonel Nobile is a slight, nervous 
man, quick of movement and speech. 
He has worked for months preparing 
the Norge and has carefully planned 
for almost any weather condition. He 
never flies without his mascot, Titina, 
a tiny dog; and if anything should 
happen to Titina he would believe 
disaster threatened the expedition. 
Titina is as much used to going up 
in the air as she is to wandering 
about the big hangars on the Cam- 
pagna where the ship was stored. 


Viking of the Expedition. . 


The Viking of the expedition is Lieu- 
tenant Hjalmar Riiser-Larsen. One 
never tires of looking at him, he is 
such a fine physical specimen, with 
nerves of iron, calm and alert in any 
difficulty, with a bearing which in- 
spires absolute confidence in his lead- 
ership. He is second in command of 
the expedition, the right-hand man of 
Amundsen and Ellsworth. 

Riiser-Larsen stands 6 feet 3 and 
weighs 230 pounds of bone and 
muscle. There is not an ounce of fat 
on his great frame. He has the long 
legs, slim hips and broad, powerful 
shoulders of the perfect athlete, and is 
so well proportioned that at a. dis- 
tamce hé ‘does not seem unustally 
large. He is tremendously strong and 
has a, grip like steel, 

Despite his great physique Riiser- 
Larsen is almost boyish when he 
smiles, and his grin is ever ready and 
infectious. Off duty he is as full of 
humor and as ready to indulge in 
horseplay as any of his comrades, but 
when things have gone wrong or some 
one has angered him Riiser-Larsen’s 
,glance is a terrible thing to.encounter. 
He never seems to lose his temper, 
however, which is probably fortunate 
for those around him. On his re- 
sourcefulness and courage much of the 
sticcess of the expedition depends, for 
although Colonel Nobile has had more 
actual dirigible experience he knows 
nothing of the North. 


A Naval School Graduate. 


Riiser-Larsen, who is 36 years old, 
is a graduate of the Norwegian Naval 
School. He entered the navy in 1912 
and. joined the Norwegian air force in 
1915. Since then his experience has 
been extremely varied. He flew in the 
3 mail service for a time, was on 
patrol duty during the war, was direc- 
tor of the naval seaplane factory, and 
now is Secretary of the Norwegian 
Airways League. He gained a repu- 
tation as a skillful seaplane pilot in 
1922 by flying the entire length of 
the Norwegian coast, about 1,600 miles 
each way, one of the mést dangerous 
coasts in the world, without any injury 
to his machine. In 1921 he studied 
dirigibles\ in England under Captain 
Scott, pilot of the ‘R-34, and is the 
only dirigible’ pilot in Norway. He 
piloted one of Amundsen’s planes on 
the last polar flight. Riisen-Larsen is 
married and has two children. 

Lieutenant Emil Horgan, also an 
aviator in the Norwegian Navy, is 
another typical blond giant, but not so 
large as Riiser-Larsen. He graduated 
from naval school in the same class as 


comrades ever since, having nearly the 
same airplane experience, He was on 
patro) duty during the war, was an 
instructor in the Naval Flying School, 
flew for a time in the mail service, 
and was reserve pilot on the last ex- 
pedition. Horgan was also in the mer- 
cantile marine for a time, and was 
first officer on the Bergensfjord, ply- 
ing between New York and Oslo. He 
generally wears a quizzical smile, as 
if the world amused him greatly. 
The oldest man aboard, with the ex- 
ception of Amundsen, is a stocky little 
man, built like a polar“bear, with a 
stre which every one respects, and 
who has won the admiration of his 
comrades by smoking eight Italian 
cigars in succession. He is Captain 
Oscar Wisting, 56, who for years was 
captain of Amundsen’s ship. . Wisting 
is very popular, and is regarded as 
something of a wit. Colonel Nobile in- 
sisted on taking with him his, maacot, 
a tiny dog which amuses the Nor- 
wegians. Some of them expressed a 
desire to heave the dog overboard, 
but Wisting protested: , 
“No, no; there are four meals in 
that dog,” said he.

SPITZZBERGEN, April: 20. 4 Al- 
though Amundsen and Efisworth are 
confident that with good weather and 
ho! unusual winds or fog they ‘will. be 
‘Able to reach the North Pole and then 
steer a course for Alaska, they have 
not neglected to prepare for being 
forced down on, the ice. Indeed, all 
the equipment for this expedition has 
been planned with a twofold purpose, 
to keep them warm in the air and to 
enable them to proceed with some ag- 
surance of safety. if they are forced 
to descend before they reach Alaska. 

The many years Amundsen has spent 
in the Arctic and Antarotic have 
been of infinite value in this respect, 
for he knows the minimum of clothing, 
suplies and equipment that the mem- 
bers of the expedition will neéd. The 
clothing has been prepared with spe- 
cial regard to the double need of the 
members of the expedition. Special 
flying suits have been provided; with 
a new kind of. opener, the pull sort 
which is so popular on tobacco pouches 
and overshoes. This is to enable the 


men to get in and out of their suits 
quickly and also to reach iistruments 
in their inner pockets without delay. 

Their first layer of clothing is a 
heavy suit of woolen underwear. Over 
this is an overall of silk to keep out 
the wind and over t .is the flying suit, 
lined with fur. Their feet are pro- 
tected by two pairs of heavy woolen 
stockings. On the ship they wear low 
shoes with rubber soles to prevent 
sparks in climbing about the keel, but 
if they are forced to take to the ice, 
they will put on high boots of water- 
preof and soft leather, similar to those 
used by all Arctic exrlorers. 

On the ship are provisions for two 
months for every man, consisting of 
pemmican (chopped meat and fat; 
dried so that it will not spoil), choco- 
late and biscuits, as well as malted 
milk tablets, This is the same food 
which undsen has used for years 
on his North and South Pole expedi- 
tions, and it has been found that a 
man can live on a few ounces of ita 
day without becoming weak, although 
he will lose a lot of -weight. And none 
of the members of the expedition are 
fat, although several are men of great 
pay aave and large frames. ;

SPITZBERGEN, April 20.—The wire- 
less set to be used on the dirigible 
Norge during her flight across the Pole 
is an extremely simple sending and 
receiving machine made by the Mar- 


coni Company ‘specially for use on a 
trip during which all must be 
costy accessible, interc eable and 
y insulated. It is estimated 
by Captain Birger Gottwaldt, the wire- 
less expert of the ship, that it will 
have a range of 1,000 to 2,000 miles, 
so that the ship should be in touch at 
all times with the civilized world. 
It will also be equipped with a direc- 
tion finder similar to those used by 


the airship may be checked by Wwire- 
less signals from the large stations of 
‘Europe and America. By obtaining 
cross bearings the position of the ship 
may be closely placed. 

The generator for the transmission 
apparatus is a high tension machine 
rated at 500 watts and 2,500 volts at 
2,000 revolutions a minute. 

The transmission set is a special 


anode feed. The transmission circuit 
consists of two transmitting valves 
which absorb between 300 and 400 
watts with an’ ordinary direct coupled 
circuit to the aerial, there being no 
intermediate circuit. 

The energy in the aerial is a maxi- 
mum of 200 watts, and the wave 
se oy 500 to 1,500 meters. The aerial 
is feet long, dropping through an 
insulator on the floor of the cabin, 
witha sinker on the end. 

For transmission, either continuous 
Waves will be used, or they may be 
chopped up with an interrupter so that 
Messages may be received from the 
airship by ships at sea. There are 
two tubes in parallel, taking in about 
400 watts each. m ee 
, The set is rather open and especially 
insulated for use in varying. tempeéra- 
tures. It had to be built so that 
& man working with half-frozen fin- 
gers might easily get at its parts and 
change them. 

The aerial tuning conductance con- 
sists of wide spaced turns of baré 
copper wire, of unusually heavy gauge 
and insulated on porcelain. The coil 
has tappings for the valves, the aerial 
and the reaction coil inside for 
the grid circuit. 
an ordinary sending key with a motor 
interrupter to break up the signals. 

The receiver consists of a special tuh- 
er with open and closed circuits ana 
a cojl-holder for three sets of coils 
specfally made for this machine. The 
tuner is an open and closed circuit, 
very simply made and works from 
300. to 25,000 meters merely by chang- 
ing coils, putting in larger coils 
for longer waves. 


The key used is 


the Marconi type, and a telephone am- 
plifier may be added as well as a 
double note magnifier. Between the 
amplifier and the high and, low fre- 
quency amplifier a note-filter may be 
introduced, the most efficient note fre- 
quency being from 800 to 1,000 cycles. 

A special single tube hetrodyne will 
also be carried, covering the: same 
wave lengths as the tuner.  Head-

The direction finder consists of two 
double-turned loops placed at right 
angles to each other around the en- 
velope of the airship, each loop being 
at an angle of forty-five degrees to 
the Keel of the ship,- making a ninety- 
degree angle between them. They are 
connected to a Marconi direction finder 
and connected to a tadio goniometer 
and search coil, which are in turn con- 
nected to a tuning circuit which works 
on wave lengths from 1,000 to 20,000 
meters. 

In searching for signals for direction 
the minimum signals will be used, as 
they are very sharp and can be easily 
placed within one or two degrees. The 
maximum. signals can be heard, more 
or less, over the entire tuning range, 
and for that reason are less accurate, 
ee Gottwaldt believes.

NEGRO LYNCHED IN FLORIDA. 


Culprit Accused of Attacking White 

Woman—Body Paraded, Hanged, 

- LABELL, .Fla., May 11 (#).—Accused 
of having attacked a white woman, 
Henry . Patterson, a negro, was shot 
and killed near here late today by a 
band of white men. The body was 
paraded through the streets here and 
then hanged to a tree on the outsl-irts 
of the town. 

Patterson was arrested shortly be- 
fore noon. Soon afterward he was 
said to have escaped from the officers’ 
}automobile in which he was riding. 
Later he was captured by the band. 
While the men lynched the negro the 
Sheriff was in Port Goodno, near here, 


searching for him. 

The charge against the negro was 
that he went to the house of a white 
woman shortly before noon and at- 
tacked her, but later officers said they 
learned she told friends she merely be- 
came frightened at the negro’s pres- 
ence and ran screaming from the 
house. Armed men then began to 
gather in groups on the streets here 
and the lynching followed. 

The Coroner called a jury to hold an 
inquest.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Plans for 
the restoration of a historic Russian 
blockhouse in Sitka National Monu- 
ment, Alaska, were approved today by

This is considered a logical place for 
the restoration of the old Russian de- 
fense, for the site of the Sitka Monu- 
ment was the scene of several battles 
between. the Russians and the Kik-Siti 
Indians.

Simon Quotes Judge’s Ruling. 

Sir John declared that the Labor 
Party, judging from the reply of its 
protagonist Sir Henry Slesser last 
night, had apparently misapprehended 
the legal point which he [Simon] had 
tried to put to the House. The central 
proposition was that this . so-called 
strike was not a trade dispute at all. 
It was wholly different, unconstitu- 
tional and unlawful, he said. He 
agreed with Slesser that these proposi- 
tions coulé only be decided by judges 
in law rather than in public. But they 
now had been decided in-a court of 
law, he said. 

Justice Asbury, in a judgment given 
that same morning in a dispute about 
the sailors’ and firemen’s union, con- 
tinued Sir Simon, had declared: 

“The -so-called general strike, called 
by the Trades Union Council Commit- 
tee, is illegal and contrary to law and 
those persons inciting or taking part 
in it are not protected by the Trade 
Disputes act of 1906. No trade dispute 
has been alleged or shown to exist in 
any of the unions affected except in 
the miners’ case, and no trade dis- 
pute does or can exist in the Trades 
Union Council, on the one hand, and 
the Government and the nation on the 
other, The orders of the Trades Union 
Council are therefore unlawful and 
the defendants are acting illegally in 
obeying them.” 

Judge Asbury also laid it down that 
no member of any trade union in 
Britain ‘could lose his trade union 
benefits by .xefusing to obey unlawful 
orders and added: 

“Trade union funds in this country 
cannot be legally used for oredeleted

TALK OF STRIKE PEACE

Sterling Reaches Highest Point

Confidence that the British strike is 
nearing a settlement was reflected in 
an improved tone yesterday in most 
American financial markets. Stocks 
mostly were firm, though trading con- 
tinued below normal in volume. Ster- 
ling exchange reached its highest rate 
since the beginning of the strike, re- 
fiecting international confidence in 
the Government’s position. Wheat 
frices also ranged higher on reports 
of forthcoming large purchases by Eu- 
rope. 

Transactions on the New York Stock 
Exchange totaled 756,000 shares, a re- 
duction of more than 400,000 shares 
from the previous day’s total, but a 
more confident tone was apparent. 
There was good buying of railroad 
.shares and some industrials, many of

which. showed moderate gains in price. 
The range was narrow, however, as 
evidenced by the fact that THE New 
York Times’s combined average of 
stock prices showed an advance of 
only two cents for the day.

Sterling exchange closed at $4.86% for 
cable, the highest point since the 
strike began. Good commercial buying 
of sterling was reported, which 
strengthened the Government’s finan- 
cial position. 

The Bank of England is expected fur- 
ther to increase its gold holdings, fol- 
lowing its success last week in obtain- 
ing more than £100,000 of the new 
gold arrivals. 

The strength of sterling was re- 
flected in a firm tone to most other 
éxchanges, though an exception was 
furnished. by Italian lire.

LONDON; May 11.—The prospect of a 
Summer without Americans as a re- 
sult of the general strike stares Lon- 
don in the face. It is a serious pros- 
Pect, for the annual influx of Amer- 


ef a London Summer. For instance, it 

‘was an American who during one oft 
the royal visits to the Wembley exhi- 
bition last S er pushed through the 
erowd and thrust out his hand to King 


e to meet you,’’ and who a moment 
ater dived back into the crowd to drag 
out a blushing little woman with the 
shout, “‘Meet the wife, King.’’ 

These little incidents help to keep 
Londoners from perishing of boredom 
during the dog days. It is sad to think 
that London is confronted by the possi- 
bility of a Summer without them. 
Happily, it is so far no more than a 
Ppossibility—although at present the 
only things in London which interest 
American tourists are the trains to 
Dover to catch the Channel steamers 
and to Southampton to catch steamers 
home. It is possible, however, that 
London’s American season may yet be 
saved. A return to normal in the next 
two weeks would still give London an 
— season of reasonable propor- 

ons 


Sights Go Unseen by Americans. 


Meanwhile London’s mofe famous 
sights are bereft of the Americans who 
normally surround them at this time 
of the year. The mounted sentries at 
the Horse Guards in Whitehall have 
locked up the sentry boxes and gone 
home. In their horsehair plumes, their 
silver helmets and cuirasses, their scar- 
let tunics and their Wellington boots 
they have faced thousands of American 
kodaks without flinching. This after- 


moon they were absent and so were 
the kodaks. 

Downing Street con ed three sad 
policemen and four waitihg motors this 
morning. For more than a week no- 
body has knocked at the door of No. 
10 to inquire the price of bed and 
breakfast. It is the official residence 
of the British Prime Minister, but the 
fact that its exterior resembles that 
of a Bloomsbury boarding house long 
ago gave London a joke which to this 
day retains its popularity. 

The dome of St. Paul’s Cathedral is 
still standink, but the guide to the 
whispering gallery was taking a nap in 
his chair at the head of the stairs this 
morning. 

“Any Americans up here lately?” he 
was asked. 

“I had an average of sixty-five 


Americans daily until a week ago-and} 


only eighteen all last week. It’s gét- 


ting serious,’’ he said. 


Down around Queen Anne’s statue in | * 


front of the cathedral the pigeons, 
usually fed daily by hundreds of Amer” 
icans at this time of year, are begin- 
ning to look pale. Motor trucks were 
waiting at the curb this morning where 
the char-a-bancs of Americans were 
usually parked, and the pigeons were 
alighting on the shoulders and hands 
of the drivers in search of grain that 
wasn’t there. It is hoped that some 
intrepid volunteer will offer to carry 
a handful of grain to the pigeons as 
goon as the Government is able to 
spare the necessary armored cars and 
cavalry to protect him from the raven- 
ous birds. 


Tower ‘“‘Beefeaters” Lonesome. 
The “beefeaters’ in the Tower of 
London tell the same tale of loneliness. 
“The last American we saw here 
eame last Thursday,” said the man in 
the ticket..office. “Do you want a 


ticket? You can have all the ‘beef- 
eaters’ im the Tower to show you 
around.” 


“Two of these picturesquely medieval 
**beefeaters’”” who were decorating a 
bench in the canteen a few feet awa 
pricked up their ears at the sound o 
voices in the ticket office. 

“But if you go in now you won't 
gee the crown jewels,” the ticket man 
continued. ‘The Stepney Borough 
Council has cut off the electricity and 
‘we can’t move the shutter in the jewel 
room. The ‘beefeaters’ are able to get 
electricity in their living quarters after 
nightfall, but the current is cut off 
all day.”

Paris In search of the simple life, and 
the handful who remain in London 
are interested today in the news from 
Paris that a hundred Parisians were 
wounded during the observation of 
Joan of Arc’s birthday yesterday. One 
American in the Strand Hotel said this 
morning: 

“My wife got nervous here when the 
strike began and insisted upon going 
to Paris for safety, but I stayed on 
for a few days, thinking the strike 
wohld be interesting to watch. I went 
up to Hyde Park to watch the milk 
pool. I went to the Horse Guards Pa- 
rade to see the motor transport mobili- 
zation, I went to the railway stations 
and behind marquees to see volunteer 
labor, I rode on buses and generally 
looked*around. All this was extremely 
interesting, and the most interesting of 
all was the fact that apparently there 
was no bitterness anywhere. I even 
went to the East End yesterday and 
spent all day wandering through Lime- 
house, wondering where Thomas Burke 
got his stuff. I have been here all 
through the strike and I haven’t seen 
as much as a brick thrown. And in 
Paris yesterday they wounded more 
than a hundred at the Joan of Arc 
festival. Paris gets more excited over 
Joan of Arc than London over a na- 
tion-wide general strike. It’s a joke 
on the wife.” 





SEEK STRIKE FUNDS HERE.

THROWS OUT SUIT 
AGAINST DR. SARNOFF 


Court Halts the Action Which 
Charged Delay in Operating 
Caused Child’s Death. 


‘ Supreme Court Justice Dunne in 
Brooklyn yesterday dismissed the suit 
brought against Dr. Jacob Sarnoff of 
1,406 Albemarle Road, Brooklyn, for 
his alleged delay in operating upon the 
6-year-old daughter of Max Kaminsky, 
1,845 Sterling Place, when she was 
stricken with acute appendicitis. 
Justice Dunne, in acceding to the 
motion for dismissal of the case before 
evidence for the defense was ‘sub- 
‘mitted, declared that the cause of the 
child’s death was altogether too specu- 
lative to. allow the suit to go to the 
jury. The fact had. been established, 
he said, that thé girl had been exposed 
to pneumonia:.and that one cause of 
death was given as pneumococcic peri- 
tonitis. } 
Kaminsky, who asked for $100,000 
damages, had testified that he took his 
.daughter,, Hortense, to the Harbor 
Hospital in Brooklyn on Jan. 12, 1924, 
where her case was diagnosed as 
appendicitis by Dr. Sarnoff. According 
to the father, the surgeon refused to 
operate without an advance payment 





curing the money caused a delay of 


over.two hours, during which time her 
condition ‘was aggravated and peri- 
tonitis set in, he said. 

Dr. Sarnoff denied that he demanded 
his fee in advance and showed that th 
operation was performed within on 
and one-half hours after the child was 
brought to the hospital, which he said 
Was as soon as it was ‘humanely pos- 
sible to operate.’”’ Doctors who testified 
for the’ plaintiff would not assert that 
the child’s death was caused by delay, 
Kaminsky admitted that his 
daughter had slept in a room with her 
brother, who was ill from pneumonia.

| Signor Montarroyas, reptesentative of 


the big Americar? republic, talked, and 
his manner, as well as his words, left 
thé gallery demanding to know if Bra- 
zil thought the League of Nations was 
gomprised only of Central and Sduth 
American States. 

Without mentioning his own country, 
and maintaining his discourse in the 
impersonal vein, he at the same time 
reiterated and pressed the demands for 
& permanent seat with which Brazil 
in March brought to naught the ex- 
traordinary session of the Assembly 
convened to admit Germany to the 
League. 

The principal point of his long, and 
mostly.academic, speech was that it 
was never intended by the League of 
Nations that the permanent seats 
should go only to the great powers. 
fAnd up to this pomt he demanded to 
know what constituted a great power. 


Lerd Cecil Presents Plan. 


If military strength were to be the 
test of the greatness of a nation, and 
if only militarily great nations were 


to have permanent seat in the Coun- 
cil, then the League was doomed to 
failure in the great, work of establish- 
ing peace, he said. It would create 
a Condition similar to that which pre- 
ceded the great war. -The disarma- 
ment conference would be futile and 
might as Well not. be called, he as- 
serted. 

In reply Lord Cecil made the cryptic 
threat that the Assembly could re- 
move the Council members. The Ger- 
man delegate, Von Hoesch, hurled a 
silent threat into the conference when 
he restricted. Himself to the hope that 
the result of the negotiations would be 
such as to.permit Germany to enter 
the League. 

Lord Cecil presented the first con- 
structive plan.. He suggested that the 
elected members of the Council be in- 
creased to nine, and that they be eléct- 


portional representation. In principle, 
an elected member would not be re- 
eligible for three’ years after the ex- 
piration of its term, but thé Asseffibly, 
by a two-thirds majority resolution, 
could declaré a member. actually in 
office re-eligible for another térm, pro- 
vided that not more than one-third of 
the sitting elected members were so 
declared to be re-eligifle. Lord Cécil 
did not touch on the question of per- 
manent members. 


Spain Seeks Permanent Seat. 
Signor Scialoja of Italy suggested 
ohly eight non-permanent: members for 

two years, changing biennially. 
M. Debrouckere of Belgium opposed 
an increase in the permanent seats, 


but suggested that the non-permanent 
seats be increased to ten. This would 
bring the membe 
up to seventeen, if Germany, Russia 
and the United States come in. He 
opposed compulsory rotation, but fa-

ACKROYD DEATH LAID. 
TO SHOT BY TROOPER 


Coroner’s Jury Decides Ex-Athlete 
Did Not End Life in Pistol Duel, 
as Wife Had Reported.

°<NEWTON, N. J., May. 11.—After 
hearing the testimony of witnesses to 
the death of Archibald Martin Ack- 
royd, fornier football star at Lafayette 
Collegé and ex-Lieutenant of Marines, 
who was killed during a pistol duel 
with Trooper William Taylor of the. 
State Police here last Friday, a Coro- 
ner’s jury empaneled ‘Saturday morn- 
ing decided tonight that Ackroyd met 
death from a bullet fired by the ‘troop- 
er and not by. his own hand. 

Immediately after the. shooting 
Coroner Andress of Newton held an 
inquest and ‘announced that Ackroyd’s 
death was a suicide. It was decided 
tonight that: at the same moment 
Frooper Taylor fired, Ackroyd . had 
pressed the muzzle of his ewn pistol 
against his head and pressed the trig- 
ger, but had missed... 

Mrs. Olive Griffin Ackroyd, wife of 

the dead man, told the Coroner at first 
that.-she had seen her husband fire 

hevbullet through his own brain. ‘The 

ooting, she explained, followed the 
discovery by her that her husband had 
‘a wife from whom he had nevet been’ 
divorced pt So Phillipsburg, Pa., 
and three childr When she threat- 
ened to prosecute him for bigamy he 
drew his service pistol, she said, and 
. told her that if she or any memben of 
her family left the house he would kill 
them all. 

After a night of terror she succeeded 
in getting to town and obtained the 
aid of Trooper Taylor, with whom 
Ackroyd exchanged shots on the troop- 
er’s. arrival, 

Tonight Mrs. Ackroyd told the jury 
she must have been wrong when. she 
said she saw her husband fire a bullet 
through his ‘brain.. She attributed her 
mistake to excitement. rooper Tay- 
lor was exonerated for his part in the 
shooting.

his wife’s share be added to the be- 
quests to his three children. 

The remaining two-fifths of the resi- 
due were divided into three equal pacts 
which went to his son, Roger 
Straus; his daughter, Mildred, wife %

Aline, wife of Leonard A. Hochstader. 
The shares of the two daughters. are 
left in trust, the principal to go to their 
issue. 

Mr. Straus also gave to his son “all 
my papers and manuscripts, also m 
personal property, including my watc.

In leaving his son a 8 
of the residvary estate, Mr. Straus

DISCUSS WAY TO CURB 
OIL FIRE HAZARDS 
Protection Association Also Ap- 
_ proves Plan to Prevent Dast 
Explosions.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.,. May. 11.— 
Engineers and oil men in a discussion 
of oil field fires at the conventian of 
the National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion in Haddon Hall today determined 
to work for an ordinance to fix the 
minimum distance that shall be ak 
lowed between oil tanks. 

It was pointed out at the convention 
that all steel tanks have proved an 
effective agency for decreasing the fire 
hazard of lightning. In the recent 
California ‘oil fire, where $18,900,000 
worth of fuel oil went up in smoke 
after a tank had been struck by light- 
ning, the only tank left standing after 
the flames had died away was an all- 
steel tank. 

Regulations designed to prevent and 
control dust explosions in starch fac-} 
tories, tentatively adopted by the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association a 
year ago, were presented’ for final 
adoption by D. J. Price, representative 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, and chairman of the com- 
‘mittee on dust explosion hazards. 


There are 28,000 plants in the United 
States subject to the hazard unless the 
danger is recognized and, precautions 
taken to prevermt the.octurrence of 
explosions. These plants employ 1,324,- 
422 persons whose lives would be en- 
dangered, and manufacture products 
worth more than $10,000,000,000, whicn 
would be subject to damage. by ex- 
plosions and resultant fires. 

Increasing use of cigarettes by Amer- 
ican women has added considerably 
to the amount of fire damage caused 
by careless smokers, according to 
Rudolph P.: Miler, former , Superin- 
tendent of Buildings in New York City, 
presiding at the convention. 

“The carelessness of the American 
cigarette smokers in discarding butts 
and matches,”’ he said, “is reflected 
in the fact that the fire damage in the 
United States per capita is $4.90, 
while in England it is only 95 cents per 
capita.”’ 


BOMBS DRY LAWYER’S HOME 


Unknown Person Wrecks House of 
Ex-Prosecutor in Oregon. 
KLAMATH FALLS, Ore., May 11 (2). 
~—One side of the home of District At- 
torney E. L. Elliott, former special 
State prohibition prosecutor, was 
wrecked at midnight by. an explosion 
of dynamite set off by an unidentified 
person. The charge was placed on a 
window-sill of a bedroom ordinarily 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Elliott, but 
used last night by Jack Elliott, 15- 

year-old son. 

The explosion, which occurred within 
three feet of the head of the youth, 
shattered. the side of the house and 
demolished his bed. His only injury 
was a slight scratch on the thumb. 
Officers found the remains of a fuse 
that had burned about five minutes. 

No threats had been made against 
Elliott.

Bishop William T. Manning, speak- | 
ing yesterday at the 143d Convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal Diocese of 
New York, pleaded for a fair trial for 
the prohibition law and said he wished 
tae people of his church would join 
with Christian people of all names 
“all over. our land in a. great united 
movement for the. full observange of 
these laws.” 

*In enacting the prohibition laws our 
country has entered upon a great so- 
cial experiment which should be given 
full and fair trial,” he declared, ‘It 
is too soon to say that an effort of 
this magnitude has failed. We may, 
rather; I helieve, be surprised at the 
extent to which it has succeeded. Most 
of the evils complained of as resulting 
from prohibition result from lack of 
sufficient effort to enforce the law.’’ 

Bishop Manning said he doubted if 
opinion had been changed to any. ap- 
preciable extent by the recent discua- 
sions. 


Reports on Finances. 


In reporting on -the undertaking ini- 
tiated by him at the last triennial con- 
vention to wipe out the Church’g debt, 
the Bishop said that the New York 
Diocese had paid to the National 
Council $241,029 of the $250,000 pledged 
toward paying off the deficit, and 
promised that the balance would be 
paid. He was happy to report that 
for, the first time in years every dol- 
lar received by the National ‘Council 
could now be applied directly to the 
work of the Church. _ 

Of the diocesan quota of $640,00 
toward the work of the National Coun- 
cil, he said $560,000 was already as- 
sured. He urged further support of all 
agencies. He praised the American 
Federation of Labor for its promise to 
appeal to its unions for $145,000 as 
labor's gift to the cathedral. ~ 

St. Stephen’s Head Reports. 

The, Rev. Bernard Iddirigs «~Bell, 
President of St. Stephen’s College, An- 
nandale, N. Y., in a report on the col- 
lege, spoke of the recent attempt of 
some students to share in the control 
of discipline. He said that exaggerated 
accounts ‘had gone forth. It had got 
abroad that the trustees had aban- 
doned control, he said, and vigorously 
contradicted this impression. ‘There 
will be no intellectual Sovietism in An- 
nandale,”" he declared. 

‘The Right Rev. George Henry Somer- 
set Walpole, Bishop of Edinburgh, was 
introduced by Bishop Mafning, who 
said the Bishop came from Great 
Britain, ‘‘with whose present trials we 
feel the deepest sympathy.” Bishop 
Walpole said he had encountered 
strong sympathy everywhere in Amer- 
ica. He-congratulated the convention 
on the’ progress madé toward ‘erecting 
the cathedral.

A resolution felicitating Bishop Man- 
ning on the fifth anniversary of his 
consecration as ‘Bishop because :‘*‘to- 
morrow. is the sixtieth anniversary of 
his birth” was unanimously adopted.

“Thirdly, the bar itself has become 
less capable of giving such assistance. 
Moreover, its prestige and influence 
are menaced as the result of a. great 
influx of young mén deficient in gen- 
eral knowledge, special training and 
character. More than ‘three thousand 
students began the study of law in 
this city in September last. If, during 
the past fifteen or twenty years, no 
applicants .had been admitted without 
a previous libefd@l training, the quality 
of our bar would* not, .have. suffered 
that deterioration which is exciting go 
much comment and apprehension.”

“The action of the United States with 
reference to the World Court,’’ he said, 
‘twill be much, more important to the 
United States than to the Court itself, 
for the useful functioning of the Court 
does not await such action.

Manager Hendricks Announces 
Purchase of Veteran South- . 
paw—Will Report Today. 











CINCINNATI, May 11 (#.—Pitcher 
Art Nehf, veteran lefthander of the 
New York Giants, has been purchased 
by Cincinnati, Manager Jack Hen- 
dricks announced tonight. -Nehf will 
join the Reds tomorrow. 





Arthur Nehf, avho will be 34 years 


for the past seven seasons, 
been purchased by the New York club 
from the Boston Braves in 1919 for a 
reported price of $55,000. 

Nehf, a native of Terre Haute, Ind., 
began his career in“the minors with 
Kansas City in 1913; -but was farmed 
out the same season to Sioux City in 
the Western League. He rejoined Kan- 
sas City in 1914 only to be ‘transferred 
to Terre Haute in the Central League, 
where he remained until the close of 
the 1915 season, when he was bought 
by the Boston Braves. 

Since 1920 Nehf never had a sea- 
son below the .500 mark in percentage 
of victories and was an important 
factor in the Giants’ pennant triumphs 
from 1921 to 1924. His best seasons 
with the club were in 1920, when he 
won 21 games and lost 12; in 1921, 
when he won 20 and lost 10, and in 
1924, when he had a record of 14 -vic- 
tories against only 4 defeats. Last 
season he was not so effective, win- 
ning 11 and losing 9 games. 

Recently the Giants asked waltvers 
on the veteran southpaw ant’ several 
American League clubs, including the 
Senators, .were in the market for him, 
but his purchase by the Reds keeps 
him in the National circuit.

Commission Awards Berlenbach Bout to Rickard 





BERLENBACH BOUT 
GOES 10 RIGKARD 


Title Clash .With Stribling at 
Yankee Stadium on June 10 
Sanctioned by Commission. 








DELANEY IS ELIMINATED 





Decision Against Fugazy, Ebbets 
Field’ Promoter, Puts Him 
Out of Title Running. 





By decision of the State Athletic 
Commission, Paul Berlenbach will 
defend his world’s light-heavyweight 
title in the Yankee Stadium on June 
10, under the direction of Promoter 
Tex Rickard. Over-ruling the protest 
of Humbert Fugazy, ts Field 
promoter, the commission at its meet- 
ing. yesterday recognized “ Rickard’s 
prior contract rights to the services of 
Berlenbach.- 


A meeting between the titleholder 
and Young Stribling, Georgia young- 
ster, was sanctioned, and the decision, 
announced by Chairman James A. 
Farley, eliminated Jack Delaney, 
Bridgeport light-heavyweight, as the 
foremost challenger for the title, and 
met with approval generally. 

Fugazy submitted to the commis- 
sidn last week the signed contracts of 
Berlenbach and Delaney to fight at 
Ebbets Field on June 22 and it was 
on the presentation of this contract 
that the Brooklyn promoter based his 
protest against Rickard obtaining the 
services of Berlenbach for June 10. 
He appeared before the commission 
yesterday, accompanied by his attor- 
ney, former State Senator Walter R. 
Herrick, and Dave Driscoll, Ebbets 
Field matchmaker. 

Rickard was accompanied to the 
meeting by his matchmaker, Jess Mc- 
Mahon, While the announcement was 
made by: Chairman Farley that the 
decision of the board was recorded in 
the minutes as a unanimous verdict 
it was learned that the disposition of 


the case was not accomplished until | sso 


after an exhaustive review of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the matter. 

Rickard’s strongest point was the 
fact that he had Berlenbach signed to 
a contract to fight in. defense of his 
title long before Fugazy obtained the 
signature of the champion. The con- 
tract was signed primarily for a con- 
test between the, champion and De- 
laney, unless an emergency presented 
itself, in which case the selection of 
the best available opponent subject to 
the commission’s approval was left to 
Rickard. 


Commission Approves Stribling. 
The emergency arose when Pete 
Reilly, manager of Delaney, refused 
flatly to consider Rickard’s overtures 
for. the match and signed a contract 


with Fugazy. Thereupon. Rickard pe- 
titioned the board for permission to 
substitute the next best challenger and 
the commission granted its approval. 
Stribling was selected under this -rul- 
ing of the commission and the endorse- 
ment of the board yesterday definitely 
removed the last barrier in the way of 
the fight. 

Fugazy based: his losingrarg an 
the fact that he had the signed con- 
tracts of both Berlenbach and De- 
laney for a title struggle, which was 
automatically ordered by the commis- 
sion when Delaney, through his con- 
vincing knockout victory over Mike 
McTigue, established himself as the 
outstanding challenger. 

Any. other disposition of the matter 
was impossible. Rickard had _ the 
champion signed and it was up to De- 
laney to do busines with Rickard if he 
desired the title bout. Delaney, de- 
clining the issue for reasons known 
only to himself and manager, Rickard 
end the commission were perfectly 
justified in substituting Stribling. 

It is doubtful if Delaney will get a 
chance to fight for the light-heavy- 
weight title this Summer, unless he 
consents to box under Rickard’s direc- 
tion, for, following the-custom he has 
observed in all. of his championship 
bouts; Rickard probably will sign 
Stribling to a contract, binding the 
Georgian, in the event he wins the title 
to defend the honor under Rickard’s 
direction. 

As a matter of fact, such a contract } 
may be signed this afternoon, when 
Rickard and Pa Stribling, father-man- 
ager of the Georgian, are scheduled to 
confer. Under the ruling of the com- 
mission, Delanéy is at liberty to box 
at Ebbets Field on June 22 againat 
Berlenbach, if the. latter. retains his 
title on June 10, or against Stribling 
if Fugazy is successful in landigg the 
Georgian in the event Stribling” wins 
the title. 

Gene Tunney Is Ignored. 

Billy Gibson’s .attempt to issue 
through the board a sweepipg defi to 
heavyweights on behalf of Gene Tun- 
ney was rejected. Gibson appeared be- 
fore the commission, accompanied. by 
Sheriff Lester W. Patterson of the 
Bronx, and sought to file ‘the challenge 
with a, certified check for $2,500. 

The reminded Gibson, how- 
ever, that Tunney’s license as a boxer 
had éxpired and recommended that the 
fighting marine’s manager await the 
home-coming from Europe of Colonel 
Phelan, Chairman. of the 
License Committee, before seeking to 
file any challenges.

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WANTED: A FORMULA. 

When both the British Government 
and the Trades Union Council admit 
that they are searching for a “ for- 
mula ’’ to bring about industrial peace, 
the two sides cannot be hopelessly 
apart. - They must agree on certain 
fundamentals. What these: are may 
easily be inferred. One of them is that 
the genéral strike is not succeeding 

* and cannot succeed. Old labor leaders 
like Mr. J. H. THomMas make no con- 
cealment of their belief that it never 
should have been ‘called, that persis- 
tence in it threatens the labor move- 
ment with a great di er, and that in 
the interests of the workers themselves 
it is best that the Government should 
not be defeated, ‘On the point of 

* ordering the’ general strike, the testi- 
mony of the Attorney General throws 
a@ new and decisive light. The Trades 
Union Council was not content with 
threatening to call a general strike. It 
actually sent out notices of one hours 
before the Government was informed 
of it and before the negotiations for a 
settlement of the coal strike had 
broken down. This was a blunder of 
the first magnitude, as now revealed, 
since it showed that the Trades Union 
Teaders were not only spoiling for a 
fight, but were ready to force one se- 
cretly and in a way not at all savoring 
of the spirit of fair play. 

As the general strike was ostensibly 
in aid of the coal miners, it is clear 
that the strategic move how would be 
to reopen the question of their wages 
and conditions under the report of the 
Coal Commission. Prime Minister 
BaLpwIn declares his readiness to take 
up that matter again. He states his 
Position exactly as it was on the eve- 
ni when the general strike was 
called. If that is unconditionally can- 
celed, he is ready to continue the coal 
subsidy for-a couple of weeks while a 
renewed effort is made to settle the 
whole controversy between the miners 
and the owners. Add to this the fact 
that several of the larger proprietors 
of coal mines have been conferring 
with the Chairman of the Coal Com- 
mission, while the rumors are flying 
about that a basis of peace is being 
earnestly sought by .moderate men, 
and one can understand why the out- 
look is regarded as so much brighter. 
If both parties to the controversy 
really desire a formula for peace, they 
can find one lying ready to their 
hand. 

There are, of course, elements of 
eR peagretesd and even of danger thick 
on 2 hands. ‘Perhaps the greatest 
pegil would arise from some accident, 
or. provocative action, that would send 
passion“to-a high pitch and make con- 
ciliation extremely difficult. Then we 
might really see a desperate fight to 
a finish. Another factor still disturb- 
ing is seen in the remark of one of 
the members of the Trades Union 
Council.

In however 
headlong a manner the general strike 
was called, and no matter how much 
the saner leaders regret it and are 
trying to undo it, there it stands as 
an ugly fact which the Government 
and the public have got to face. Till 
it is got out of the way nothing can 
be done. Mr. BaLpwin has never 
varied on that point. But neither has 
he varied from his original undertaking 
to push on with a coal settlement as 
soon as the general strike is canceled. 
There, plainly; is the opening for men 
like Ramsay MacDoNALD and Mr. 
Tuomas. ‘They know that they and 


5 their cause have no hope in clinging 


to the general strike. On the con- 
trary, it fills them with dismay and 
almost with panic as they think of its 
consequences to the labor movement 
itself. 

Thus we have most of the elements 
necessary to an agreement. We have 
men on both sides who think alike 
respecting the essentials. ‘They are 
also alike in strongly desiring to find 
a way to peace. It is not a case 
where personal dignity or the need of 
saving the face of the Government or 
of a political party. should be too 
nicely studied. For the things neces- 
Prime Minister BaLpwim will 
stand unshaken. He is bound to see 
to it that the Government. emerges 
from the controversy without a single 
taint or charge of surrender. But in 
non-essentials he is more than willing 
to compromise. The needful ‘“for- 
mula "’ can be* devised if the. hard- 
headed men of good-will on both sides 
resolutely. seek it. 





“ COOLIDGE-MELLON POLICIES.” 

The President adheres to his rule 
not to take sides in an electoral fight 
within his own party. It is reported 
that he has promised to speak or 
write in behalf of Senator BuTLER in 
Massachusetts, but that would be an 
exception easily understood. Besides, 
in that case, a wink from Mr. 
Coo.tipae at Plymouth Rock would be 
as good as a long argument delivered 
on Bunker Hill. But in Pennsylvania, 
where the fierce struggle for the 
nomination of a United States Senator 
is to come to a decision in the Repub- 
lican primary next Tuesday, the 
President holds himself severely aloof. 
Since all three candidates, while at- 
tacking each other savagely, profess 
unbounded loyalty to Mr. Coo.ipcE, 
why should he attempt to discriminate 
among them? His general position, 
as respects Senator PEPPER, Represen- 
tative Vare and Governor PINCHOT, 
seems to be very like that of the Ox- 
ford student, up for his theological 
examination, who was asked to name 
the minor prophets. He refused to do 
so on the ground that he did not wish 
to excite jedlousy among a class of 
persons all of whom were highly 
respectable, 

However, if the chief will not throw 
himself into the combat, a subordinate 
officer will. Secretary MELLON is 
going to break his long custom and 
make a political speech in Pittsburgh. 
He is for the renomination of Senator 
PEPPER and, incidentally, the strength. 
ening of the grip of the Mellon po- 
litical organization. in Western Penn- 
sylvania, But the ostensible purpose 
of his address to the warring factions 
in Allegheny County -is to dwell upon 
the need of calling out the voters in 
great numbers in order that they may 
express emphatic support of the 
**Coolidge-Mellon policies.” This is 
a discreet and suggestive phrase, yet 
it may easily throw the adherents of 
Ware and Pincnot into a rage. They 
may ask why the Secretary does not 
come out openly and declare that the 
President favors Senator PEPPER? If 
he does, there is no use in hiding be- 
hind a screen of mere words. If 
Secretary MELLON is authorized to 
speak for the President, what need 
of referring merely to policies? Bet- 
ter say the ‘‘ Coolidge-Mellon candi- 
date ’’ outright, and have done with it. 

It will be in vain for Pennsylvania 
Republicans of any brand to seek a 
direct utterance from the. White 
House. Mr. Coourpcz has thus far 
been splendidly consistent in declin- 
ing to aid Republican candidates by 
word or letter. He allowed Senator 
McKINLEY to go to defeat in Illinois 
without even a Presidential pat on the 
back. Mr. Coo.ipce’s rule of silence 
in such matters is consonant with the 
dignity of the Presidency. It is also 
mighty convenient for the President, 
when he happens himself to be a 
politician and a possible candidate. 





UNANIMITY AT GENEVA. 

With the convening of the com- 
mittee on reorganizing the Council of 
the League of Nations, it is evident 
that both “the spirit of Geneva’ and 
the wisdom that has so largely guided 
it have survived the shock of the Ger- 
man crisis last March. True, the rep- 
resentative of Brazil was conspicuous 
by his absence; while neither Spain nor 
China gave any evidence of receding 
from her claims to a permanent seat 
in the Council. A national aspira- 
tion,’’ once prominently . urged, is not 
so* lightly thrown into the political 
‘| discard. Yet there was every appear- 
ance: hd ‘agreement on es 
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The authority and power of | th 


anything short of unanimity. What- 
ever the vagaries of individual mem- 
bers, the League is not now and can- 
not be made a super-state. Even on 
uestion of enlarging the Council 
and the number of permanent seats, a 
wise restraint was eloquently urged 
amid general acquiescence. This is 
notable in view of the fact that, in 
‘addition fo present members of the 
Council, five nations are represented 
in the Reorganization Committee, in- 
cluding Germany and the long re- 
calcitrant Argentina. As Viscount 
Cecm rather broadly hinted, the 
prestige of the League has been 
threatened in the eyes of the world, 
so that now more than ever there is 
need for caution and ‘‘the spirit of 
unanimity.’’ . 

During the past two months, for- 
tunately, serious misconceptions of the 
recent crisis have been removed, Ber- 
lin has specifically denied that Ger- 
many had any complicity in, or even 
knowledge of, Brazil's demand for a 
permanent seat. Her conduct through- 
out, in fact, was notably temperate 
and wise. The allegation that France, 
or any group of League members, in- 
stigated that demand, is equally un- 
founded. The truth seems to be that 
it was conditioned-by Brazilian home 
politics and an approaching election. 
Certainly every possible pressure to 
procure its withdrawal was brought to 
bear, not only from Geneva but from 
Brazil’s neighbor ‘nations in South 
America, 

The more general charge that the 
League has fallen victim to the old, 


counter-groups, toward balances of 
power, was made by men of the 
calibre of Lord Grey, Sir ROBERT 
Horne and GILBERT Murray; yet it 
appears to have had only a limited 
basis of fact. After loyal and inces- 
sant labors, in which all leading Eu- 
ropean nations joined, even Germany, 
a solution had apparently been found. 
Poland was content with a non- 
permanent seat and Czechoslovakia 
agreed to make way for her, though 
that meant the sacrifice of the ambi- 
tions and the great usefulness of 
Premier Benes, Never had devotion 
to the Geneva ideal asserted itself so 
splendidly. Yet, at the last moment, 
BRIAND realized that, for the present, 
the selution was impossible, or at least 
politically inadvisable, At Paris oppo- 
sition developed to the sacrifice by 
France of hér ally of the Little En- 
tente, and a similar remonstrance 
came from Rumania. That is the ex- 
tent of the ‘recrudescence of the old 
balance of power.” : 
According to the Journal de Genave, 
a highly competent and well-informed 
observer, this awakening came before 
the ultimate decision of Brazil and 
might alone have caused an impasse. 
Premier BRIAND decided to postpone 
the consummation of Locarno rather 
than risk an opposition which he was 
confident of being able to overcome in 
a little time.. That is the situation at 
the basis of the present conference, 
which has opened auspiciously.

BELGIUM’S FINANCIAL TROUBLES. 

In endeavoring to solve her present 
financial difficulties Belgium has ap- 
hpointed one of her ablest bankers, M 
FRANQUI, to be Minister of Finance. 
Under his Presidency there is also to 
be a special commission on finances 
composed of FRANQUI, CATTIER, THEU- 
NIs and JuLEs Jabot. The first two 
named were members of the Bel- 
gian’ Debt Funding Commission; M. 
THEUNIs was formerly Minister of 
Finance and Prime Ministér and M. 


Belgian business and banking. It 
would be hard to find four men in 
Belgium better qualified to advise on 
the delicate problems of the financial 
reorganization of their country. 

It is not surprising thatthe Bel- 
gians have been seriously disturbed 
about the recent slump of the franc. 
Depreciating currency recalls un- 
Pleasant pictures of what has hap- 
pened in other European countries 
since the armistice. In Belgium’s 
case the present disappointment is 
all the greater since hopes were 
high last Autumn that the funding 
‘of the war debt to America would 
be followed by stabilization of the 
currency. But a combination of cir- 
cumstances undermindi these hopes, 
despite the fact that nothing had oc- 
curred to affect adversely the eco- 
nomic position of Belgium. Her finan- 
cial burden is, of course, great. Like 
France, she had enormous expenses 
for rebuilding the war-ravaged dis- 
tricts, and, like France, she had 
counted on having these expenses re- 
imbursed. What she~ received, how- 
ever, did not cover what she spent. 
Furthermore, economic readjustment 
had a setback during the Ruhr occu- 
pation, and the close association with 
the French business and banking 
world made it inevitable that the Bel- 
gian franc should: act in sympathy 
with the French- franc. ; 

Like. France, furthermore, Belgium 
has .suffered from too:much politics 
in her national financing, This Spring 
some Belgian. bankers lost faith in 
the Belgian Ministry of Finance. This 
happened to come at a time when 
the exchange market was somewhat 
bearish. How mouch speculators took 
advantage of these’ circumstances will 
probably never be known. Past ex- 
perience has shown that whenever 
there is a sharp decline in_paper ¢ur- 
rency the people are quick to. charge 
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vicious. tendency toward groups and,

Certain Belgian | bankers: appear ‘to 
have’ jumped to conclusions about 
loans from this country and England. 
But there can be little doubt that if 
Belgium actually takes the lead in 
stabilizing her currency, as she took 
the lead in fundigg her debts,. she 
will have no difficulty in obtaining 
the necessary credits permanently to 
re-establish her fiscal and economic 
system. The work of restoration is 
now nearly completed.: Belgium can 
from now on devote her energies to 
production and transportation. Fur- 
thermore, she can resume the devel- 
opment of her great Motential re- 
sources in Africa. There is no real 
cause for pessimism about a country 
which*has so often in the past shown 
remarkable powers of -recuperating 
through self-help.

WHEN WOMEN ‘DISAGREE. 

Women in their committees are often 
more like men than like birds in their 
little nests. The general conference 
of'the Women’s Advisory Committee, 
called to discuss legislation to improve 
the condition of their sex in industry, 
has been abandoned. Meetings of the 
committee have been so fruitful in dis- 
sension that it is inadvisable to pro- 
ceed. Miss Mary ANDERSON, director 
of the Women’s Bureau, cannot be 
blamed for disbanding the committee 
which she had appointed, for half the 
women flatly refused to work with the 
other half. She knew quite well what 
she was about when she named repre- 
sentatives of the National Woman’s 
Party, the Federation of Labor, the 
Woman's Trade Union League and the 
League of Women Voters. The first 
named, under the leadership of Miss 
Auice Paun, has long challenged the 
whole theory of protective legislation 
and welfare laws for women. The 
others fear that a ‘‘ blanket ’’ amend- 
ment would jeopardize the gains al- 
ready made. They feel the need of laws 
which will conserve the potential 
mothers of the race in spite of them- 
selves if necessary. There were, of 
course, other minor differences, but 
this was the essential rift. 

Miss ANpERSON’s hopes. of advice 
from orgar’:ations holding different 
opinions were dashed because the two 
factions stopped speaking. This will 
give men the chancé, only too quickly 
seized, to say that the dear creatures 
are behaving just like women. What 
can you expect of a crowd of women, 
alk with strong convictions widely at 
variance? Have they the large grasp 
of public affairs, the cool, detached 
minds, the generous inclination to lis- 
ten té the other side, that distin- 
guish men in such controversies? 

It would appear that they have not; 
but, then, neither have men. When 
women present a spectacle of petty 
quarreling, men are apt to forget that 
their own withers are not unwrung. 
In fact, they are likely to go further 
and translate harsh words into blows. 
The reassuring aspect of the present 
situation of the Women’s Advisory 
Committee, one which is almost cer- 
tain to be overlooked, is Miss ANDER- 
sONn’s calm statement that the investi- 
gation will proceed without the help of 
the various women’s leagues. They 
had their chance, but let it slip.. Now 
they must do what they can fron? a 
disadvantageous position outside the 
bureau. 





SPAIN’S FINE GESTURE. 

Four hundred and six years after 
MAGELLAN discovered Mindanao for 
Spain, Roatp AMUNDSEN, the Nor- 
wegian, is driving his airship through 
the skies to find a new land in the 
Arctic and claim it for his coumtry. 
The day before he gave the signal to 
east off the lines of the Norge and 
turned her prow north two Spanish 
captains, GALLARZA and LORIGA, rose 
in their plane at Hongkong to com- 
plete a flight from Madrid to Manila. 
These adventurers as they took the air 
at Madrid on April:5 left for Cap- 
tain Franco, who was returning on 
shipboard from his flight across the 
Atlantic to South America, a message 
of welcome. It was a great day for 
Spain. She was using ships of the 
air to link herself once more with 
lands in the far West and the remote 
East that had been her colonies for 
centuries. Franco had put her in the 
-van of the flying nations by carrying 
King A.tronso’s greetings to. men. of 
Spanish blood across the Atlantic, and 
now. other planes were heading for 
the Mediterranean and Africa to begin 
the long voyage to the ancient colony 
of the Philippines.

In Italy 
of the Renaissance the habit of crown- 
ing poets resulted in perpetuating the 
names and features of PETRARCH and 
Tasso instead of much better men than 
they, such as Italy, no doubt, abounded 
in. It will be recalled that in France the

the sterilizing and standardizing influ-

In England under Queen ANNzE the 
system of Government pensions and 
sinecures succeeded in diverting the 
native genius of JONATHAN SwirtT into 
producing sentimental lyrics and holl- 
day pieces for albums. Historians of 
German literature are in the habit ‘of 
stressing the case of J. J. WINCKEL-

two years for the purpose of study 
at Rome. It is asserted that WINCKEL- 
MANN’'s visit to Rome meant the re- 
discovery of the classic world bY 
Northern Europe and prepared the 
way for one GorTHe’ the author of 
“ Faust,’ an opinion to which GorTHE 
himself is said to have subscribed. 

So runs the unhappy record. Great 
Britain, rather late in the day, estab- 
lished an Order of Merit, and in this 
manner crushed, retroactively, the 
gertius of THomas Harpy, James 
BarRIE and JoHN MORLEY, all of whom 
were unlucky enough to be thus 
honored. But perhaps the most noto- 
rious modern instance is to be found 
in Scandinavia. In the early '60s of 
the last century the Norwegian Gov- 
ernment was presumptuous enough to 
bestow pensions and traveling scholar- 
ships on HENRIK Issen and BJyorNn- 
STJERNE ByorNsow, and a little. later 
Denmark foolishly established a public 
lectureship for Grora BrRaNpEs. One 
need hardly state how intimately the 
names of IsszN and-Branpgs have be-

BEHIND D THE 8 FE BRITISH STRIKE 


Basic Relations of Capi of Capital and Labor. 


Need to Be Readjusted. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Because the operators and the miners 
in Great Britain were unablé or unwill- 
ing to reach an agreement on wages 
and or hours of labor, a situation has 
arisen so stupendous as to baffle un- 
derstanding. Even if there had been no 
general strike and the miners alone 
had walked out, the British nation 
would have had a great problem to 
solve, but the problem sinks into com- 
Parative insignificance in the. face of 
the declaration of a general strike 
whereby labor defies the operators, the 
Govérnment and the nation. 

So because there is a specific prob- 
lem to solve and because there is a 
great constitutional question at stake, 
the basic conditions that made the 
strike pdssible in the first place are 
being igmored, at least for the time 
being: Yet these conditions, of which 
the present situation is only a gigantic 
manifestation, involve basic difficulties 
which Great Britain must overcome if 
this miners’ strike and this general 
strike are not to be simply the fore- 
runners of.further economic catastro- 
phes which will peas, bring ruin 
‘on the nation. 

In the early days Pe machinery it 
may be said that Great Britain greatly 
stimulated her trade by being a pioneer 
im mass production, but simultaneously 
British labor was the pioneer in adopt- 
ing the theory that testriction of out- 
put was necessary to protect employ- 
ment from the devastating inroads of 
machine production. Capital in all 
countries has in the past always sought 
to keep, production costs down, first 
and foremost by keeping per capita 
wages down. British capital has been 
no. exception to this rule and she has 
applied the principle all the more dras- 
tically in order to protect herself 
against labor’s destructive and suicidal 
policy of extreme restriction of per 
capita output. 

Great Britain has suffered from the 
direct economic strain of the war. 
Great Britain’s foreign trade, which is 
so essential to her, has been restricted 
by the low purchasing power of her 
customers and by the price-cutting of 
her competitors. But she has also suf- 
fered terribly from bad domestic mar- 
kets. 

Prosperous domestic markets depend 
on the purchasing power of the people. 
The purchasing power of the peopje 
depends largely on salaries and wages. 
Salaries and wages are limited only by 
productive capacity. Thus, true pros- 
perity means good wages to- provide 
good purchasing power, but good 
wages cannot exist without high per 
capita production. Few are willing to 
profit by the experience of others, so 
it is not extraordinary if British capi- 
tal is not convinced, as we are, that it 
is good business to pay really high 
wages for high produation, because 
they have not had a chance to try it. 
Nor will British labor in general admit 
that we are really speaking from ex- 
perience when we say that labor-saving 
devices create ever-increasing demands 
for labor and constute the founda- 
tion of our high degree of employment 
and our high wages. Yet neither can 
deny— - ° 

1. That starvation wages restrict do- 
mestic markets. 

2. That seriously restricted per 
capita output cannot do otherwise than 
perpetuate starvation wages. 

These are the basic conditions that 
lead up to the present situation. 

Whether the strike is settled in one 
way or in another, whether it takes a 
week, a month or a year to bring com- 
parative order out of chaos, nothing 
of any value can have been accom- 
plished if no steps have been taken to 
‘relax ‘this basic deadlock between 
capital and labor. 

Until the British laborer can see that 
the labor-saving device is his friend be- 
cause it brings him better pay and 
more and steadier employment; until, 
for example, the building trades see 
that there will be twice as much build- 
ing if contracts are completed in two- 
thirds the time; until British capital 
realizes it must scrap obsolete plants 
and equipment, standardize and har- 
monize‘ great industries and direct its 
energy and genius toward inventing, 
developing and creating means for cut- 
ting operating costs in order to cut the 
price of the article and increase the 
markets, both domestic and foreign; 


‘| until and unless British capital and 


British labor come in a measure to the 
practical realization that they must 
meet these problems jointly, as their 
interests .are practically identic-', 
miners’ strikes, general strikes, their 
causes and their outcome will but 
mark the battles and the graveyards 
of a vanishing splendor. 

We all have lasting confidence in the 
Britisher’s innate ability to, work out 


‘| his problems no matter how grave they 


may appear. Whether he stumbles 
through or carves his way through to 
an improved position this time or upon 
some other occasion, we all confidently 
exsect to see the British nation 
standing squarely on its feet when the 
smoke has cleared. 

“Yet it is well to realize that the set- 
tlement of this particular miners’ 
strike, and the handling of the general 
strike which has grown out of it, are 
but incidents in the clearing up of the 
great problem of readjusting Great 
Britain’s whole economic structure so 
that capital and labor may work to- 
gether in their mutual interests and 
especially in the interest. of labor.

PHILADELPHIA, May 11 (4).—The 
century-old breach in the Society of 
Friends is about to be healed, in the 
opinion of leading members of the two 
groups, the Hicksites and the Ortho- 
dox.

taken yesterday and a physical union 
“was. considered a possibility. of the 
future. 

In an exchange of letters, the first 
instance in which the two groups had 
recognized each other in ninety-eight 
years, an agreement was reached for 
the interchange of tertificates of mem- 
bership and marriage. The overture, 
first passed: by the orthodox group at 
its yearly meeting in March, was ac- 
cepted by the Hicksités in yearly meet- 
ing yesterday. The letters were not 
made public. 

Delegdtes were present from nine 
quarterly and two half-yearly meetings 
in this country, while letters were 
read from meetings in Canada, Great. 
Britain, Holland and China. 

Waldo Hayes, a leading “member of 
the Hicksites, said that the size of the 
groups precluded the possibility of an 
immediate physical union, and that if 
such a on ever materialized it 
would he many years hegce. 

“The movement for more friendly re- 
lations between the groups,’’ added Mr. 
Hayes, “has been growing gradually 
for. more than twenty years.: The 
older and more prejudicial members 
have gone and they have been suc- 
ceeded by the younger generation, 
mainly through -whose efforts the 
change has: béen brought about. The 
action taken yesterday is the biggest 
move toward reconciliation since the 
separation in 1827.”’ 

The breach occurred in 1827 as the 
restilt' of & controversy similar to that 
of the Fundamentalists and Modern- 
ists of the present day. It was caused 
by the liberal doctrines of Elisa Hicks, 
from whom the Hicksites branch of 
the*society took its name. Since the 
break the two groups have held sep- 
arate meetings, each claiming the 
original name—the Philadelphia Society 
of Friends.

‘Word was received yesterday of the 
death in the Sudan, Africa, of Captain 
Travers Williams-Taylor, only son of 
Sir Frederick and Lady Williams-Tay- 
lor of Montreal. and brother of Mrs.

Beyond the bare announcement that 
Captain Williams-Taylor had been 
killed no particulars were given in the 
message which reached his friends 
here.

When the 
World War commenced he went to 
France with the Canadian Expedition- 
ary Forces and became aid de camp 
to Sir Arthur Currie, commander of the 
Canadian army at the front. The late 
Lord Roberts took a close interest in 
the young Canadian officer, who 
made an extraordinary record... He 
wrote a book on reconnaissance and 
regimental orders which has been of- 
ficially adopted by the British Army. 

Last October he went to Shendi, in 
the Sudan, for two years’ special ser- 
vice with the Sudanese Army, being 
attached to the Thirteenth Hussars. . 
When he sailed he expected to marry, 
on his return to America, Miss Vir- 
ginia Inglis of Baltimore, who spent 
the Winter in Cannes, France, with 
her mother, Mrs. Harvey H. Inglis.

The original action was a petition 
for an injunction by 
Schieffelin, President of the Citizens 
Union, to restrain Controller Charles 
W. Berry from paying the Hylan pen- 
sion. Leonard M. Walistein repre- 
sented Mr. Schieffelin yesterday and 
defended the Proskauer’ decision.’ The 
Controller and Peter J. McGowan, Sec- 
retary of the Board of Estimate, were 
represented by Assistant Corporation 
Counsel William E. C. Mayer. Argu- 
ment on behalf of Mr. Hylan was pre- 
sented, by John Lehman. The three 
counsel filed briefs. 

Mr. Mayer said that the question be- 
fore the court was one involving the 
legal right of the Municipal Assembly 
to adopt laws 10 and 18 of 1925. He 
held that Justice Proskauer had erred 
in placing strict and not a liberal con- 
struction on the meaning of the Home 
Rule law as it applied to the char- 
ter provisions. He quoted precedents 
to prove the city acting through its 
local assembly had ample power to 
adopt local laws modifying or amend- 
ing the provisions of the retirement 
system. He contended. the Municipal 
Assembly did not act in any manner 

as applying to or affecting any law 
felatiag to the affairs of the State or 
county. 

Mr. Lehman held that the city re- 
tirement system was solely one of city 
concern; that the financial burden 
rested upon the city alone and that the 
counties within the city had nothing to 
do with the system. He contended 
that the Home Rule Iaw gave the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly the right to enact the 
laws now questioned. 

Mr. Walistein declared that Local 
Laws 10 and 18, 1925,. were void be- 
cause in writing them the: Municipal 
Assembly went beyond the power con- 
ferred upon it by the Home Rule 
Amendment and the City Home Rule 
law.

_ ¢oIn C. Andrews in his capacity of As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury in 
charge of prohibition enforcement. As 
originally drafted by General Andrews 
and‘ offered by Senator Goff, it gave 
much greater powers to the Federal 
Government in seeking to suppress the 
liquor traffic. The three “‘dry’’ Sena- 
tors who undertook its emendation 
were in general sympathy with its 
purposes, but they made some modifi- 
cations of importance. 

These, three ‘ ”  $enators are 
Means of Colorado, Harreld of Okla- 
homa and Goff, all Republicans. The 
other members of. the wet-dry subcom- 
mittee, Walsh of Montana, another 
dry, and Reed of Missouri, the single 
wet; are Democrats. They were not 
present. As the three Republicans con- 
, stituted a majority of the subcommit- 
tee they were able by their united vote 
to order the bill, as amended, reported 
to the Committée on the Judiciary, 
which directed them to conduct the 
wet-dry hearings. 


Court’s Powers Extended. 
«The original Treasury-Goff bill gave 
drastic powers to the Prohibition Com- 
‘missioner to revoke permits for the 


withdrawal of liquor from bonded 
warehouses. It provided also that ot’ 
person to whom a permit was deni 
or whose permit was revoked might 

peal to a court of equity for a. re- 
dew of the Prohibition Commissioner’s 
action. The Senate subcomniitted tot" 
day extended the court’s powers in this 
connection. This concedes the conten- 
tion of druggists and-others who were 
dissatisfied with the limited -court re- 
view provisions of the original bill. As 
amended by the subcommittee the. bill 
provides: 

“And such court of: equity, in review- 

‘ ing the action of the Commissioner in 
refusing either to issue or renew any 
permit, shall not be limited to the con- 
sideration of the question as_ to 
whether or not there has been an 
abuse of this discretion exercised. b 
the Commissioner, but the court shall 
review the whole proceéding and enter 
such order as the facts and law of the 
case may warrant.” 

While this appears to give the court 
increased authority to sanction the 
Commissioner’s course by judicial or- 

‘ der, the change was contended for by 
those who thought the original pro- 
vision invested too ch power in the 
Commissioner and desired that those 
ktiown as permittees should havé an 
opportunity:to give the fullest i, mare 
tation of their side in revocation Cases. 


Modification of Penalty. 
The provision of the Treasury-Goff 
bill imposing penalties for removing 
denaturants from denatured alcohol or 


rum was modified also by the sub- 
committee.) In the original bill it was 
rovided that the penalty should be 
mprisonment for ‘‘not less than two 
rs” and a fine of ‘‘not more than 
4000 or both.’’ Under that provision 
the minimum sentence tWat a Judge 
might impose was two years. This 
was changed today so as to provide 
that imprisonment should be for ‘‘not 
more than ten years.’’ The amend- 
mént apparently gives thd Court the 
discretion of imposing any sentence 
under ten years that he desires, even 
a sentence of one day’s imprisonment.

SEIZE NINE IN BRONX: 
FIND LOOT AND A STILL 


Police Believe Arrests Will Lead 
to Gang Suspected of $500,000 
Track Robberies. 


Through the arrest of nine men yes- 
terday afternoon in a garage at 314 
East 154th Street, District Attorney 
McGeehan of the Bronx announced 
that the police were on the trail of a 
band of truck thieves who in the last 
Winter had got away with more than 
$500,000 in merchandise in motor truck 
hold-ups b@tween this city and Hud- 


son, N. Y. When detectives under Act- 
ing Captain. Oliver of the Truck Squad 
descended on the garage, the District 
Attorney said, they not only recoverd 
a $40,000 truck load of silk shirts and 
Palm Beach suits, stolen in the hold- 
up of a truck at 4 o’clock if the morn- 
ing of May 8 last between Peekskill 
and Crotona, N. Y., but also uncoyered 
silks and shirts believed to be the loot 
from many similar robberies, and a 
gallon still in full operation in the 
cellar of the ‘house in’ front of -the 
garage. 

The prisoners were charged with 
criminally receiving the truck load of 
shirts and suits, the property of the 
Rotary Shirt Company, 149 Fifth Ave- 
Mue, and Sol Ullman, Broadway and 
Bleecker Street, when they were taken 
to Police Headquarters. The prisoners 
said they were Edward Hilton, 29 
years old, and Howard Harty, 39 years 
eld, both of 111 Creston Avenue, Yonk- 
ers; Harry Toblinsky; 20 years old, no 
home, ‘and his brother Leo, 17 years 
old, 1,058 Teller: Avenue, the Bronx; 
Teddy Pizziano, 24 years old, 520 East 
187th Street; Thomas Montalbano, 24 
years old, 2,007 Crotona Avenue, the 
Bronx; Charles Leonard, 58 years old, 
alias ‘‘Klondike,’”’ Mills Hotel; Samuel 
Messmer, 57 years old, 610 West 150th 
Street, and Philip Daddio, 27 years old, 
occupant of the house in which the 
still was discovered.

. mary meeting of the Powers about to assemble at Geneva 


A commission, consisting of representatives of all the Great Powers. except. Russia, to prepare fora world conference onthe reduction and limi- 
tation of armaments, will assemble.at Geneva on the eighteenth of the present month. ; ; 
the future of the civilized world in this and succeeding generations. 


On the results of the meeting of this commission may depend 
To enable its readers to appreciate and understand the great issues to be con- 
sidered by the commission, The New York Times has hadprepared a seriés of eight articles analyzing all phases of the disarmament question, reveal- 
ing the great strides that military science has made since the World War, the new devices invented for fighting on land and sea and undér the sea, the 
stupendous loss of life and destruction of national wealth which a new. con flict would inevitably involve, present and prospective national expenditures 
for military, naval and air defense, and other gréat questions involved. :

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An American heritage of the World 
War is the superiority we have at- 
tained in submarines, whose intensive 
construction was begun then. 

This is important to keep in mind if 
the Geneva meeting of the Preparatory. 
Commission for Disarmament seeks to 
outline *the scope and character of 
naval. questions for consideration by 
the proposed disarmament conferenc 
of the League of Nations. 

The British Government is prepared 
to propose that the use of submarines 
be abolished. An agitation to that end 
is being conducted in the United King- 
dom. Lady Astor is one of its leaders. 

Great Britain is credited with being 
willing to go a step further than the 
American: formula for scrapping some 


battleships and limiting their construc- 
tion, laid before the Washington con- 
ference in 1921-22. She would scrap 
all battleships and forbid all future 
construction. 

France is opposed to abolishing sub- 
marines. She is building them with 
energy ‘almost feverish. Italy is -par- 
tial to submarines. France and Italy 
are concentrating naval expenditure on 
auxiliary craft—light cruisers, destroy- 
ers, submarines—instead of enormously 
expensive dreadnoughts. ‘ 

Japan is well up toward the front in 
competitive ‘submarine ‘building. She 
will soon take second place from Great 
Britain in submarine strength. 

It is conceivable that Great Britain 
might go to the extent of proposing to 
abolish all armed ships, except perhaps 
the small number of gunboats neces- 
sary for protecting her foreign inter- 
ests in Chinese rivers and other areas 
of occasional disorder, and a limited 
number of small cruisers proportioned 
among the nations according to the ex- 
tent of their merchant marine. 

This may appear amazing to the un- 
initiated. But it would lessen danger 
on Britain’s trade routes. If war came 
the arming of ‘her vast merchant ma- 
rine would give her a commanding po- 
sition on the seas. 


Submarines More Deadly. 


France wants submarines for the 
English Channel and to protect her 
communications across the Mediter- 
ranean to her African possessions. 

The submarine situation is full of 
interest with respect to the forthcom- 
ing international consideration of arm- 
ament reduction and ..mitation. 

Like other engines of destructive 
warfare, the submarine has been im- 
proved vastly as a death-dealin 
agency since the World War. Said, 
Admiral Lord Beatty recently: 

“New weapons have been evolved and 
the sco of existing weapons ex- 
panded beyond fimagining.’’ 

Mention was made in a prior article 
of Japanese submarines of the Kaigan 
class—designed to cruise 16,000 miles 
and return without refueling. 

In completed submarines the British 
K-26 leads the world “in accomplish- 
ment, as the British X-1 leads in size. 
K-26 went from England to Singapore, 
20,000 miles, last yéar, without the at- 
tendance of a mother ship.- She is 
2,140 tons, or 2,770 ‘when submerged. 
The X-1 is 2,780 tons, or 3,600 sub- 
merged. ; 


Developing Under-Water Monsters. 


Our completed V-type of fleet. sub- 
marines are 2,164 tons, or 2,520 sub- 
merged. But our V-4 and V-6, under 
construction, will be the biggest sub- 
marines in the world. The British 
Parliamentary Naval Blue Book for 
1926 credits thém with 2,890 tons, un- 
submerged. 

With these exceptions and one cap- 
tured German U-boat owned by 
France, no other nation has a subma- 
rine approaching 2,000 tons. 4 

These are no little divers designed to 
hit and run. They could put up a good 
fight on the,surface with their deadly 
enemy,. the ‘destroyer, although the 
wartime construction of submarines 
to carry twelve-inch guns has given 
way to-.a tendency toward much 
smaller weapons. 


Each American fleet submarine has/|, 


a five-ineh gun. Some Italian subma- 
rines have a gun of 4.7 inches. 

The French submarine Pierre Chail- 
ley carries a 3.9-inch gun and four tor- 
pedo.tubes, and has space for carrying 
forty mines; 

Until ‘this year Japanese submarines 
were bufit for home-water defense and 
had short cruising radius. The biggest 
was 1.050 tons, or 1,500 tons sub- 
merged. The new “I” class, with ten 
ready or nearly so, are only 1,700 tons, 
but these are the vessels designed to 
cross the Pacific and back. . 

And Be re have.been vastly im- 
proved. The British have one that 
goes straight to a target seven miles 
away. An Italian torpedo develops 
speed of 45 knots an hour—52% miles. 


America First in Submarines. 


In 1914 the eight leading powers, in- 
cluding Germany and Austria, -had 
about 240 submarines. We had 29. 
Now we have 118. Japan had 13; now 
shé has 51.

No battle cruisers are being built by 
any nation. The limitation of 35,000 
tons for capital ships fixed by the 
Washington Treaty stopped it. 

The British were permitted to com- 
plete. the construction of the Hood, 
one of a class of four powerful. dread- 
noughts. She is 41,200 tons, the largest 
warship. 

The British battleships Nelson and 
Rodney, reported to be up to tlhe 
Washington Treaty limit of 35,000 tons, 
were launched in September and De- 
cember, respectively. When-they are 
commissioned, four hattleships will be 
scrapped under the treaty. 

Each has nine 16-inch guns in triple 
turrets forward, twelve 6-inch guns in 
twin turrets and ten anti-aircraft guns 
reported to be 4-inch or 4.7-inch in 
cajibre.

The circumstances of the Donnetta’s 
seizure, far. beyond the longest arm 
that the Volstead act has yet extended 
seaward, were unusual... Her where- 
abouts since April 24, when she was 
seen flying the “not under control’’ 
signal near the Delaware Breakwater, 
had been a mystery. She had received 
no help, and had passed from sight 
under her own steam, 

Just what the cutter Seneca was do- 
ing so far from her base was not ex- 
plained. Upon his arrival yesterday, 
Captain Blake said the dimness of the 
Donnetta’s namé had ‘first puzzled him 
and he had drawn his‘cutter nearer. 
As he approached, he , there was 
an unmistakable odor, which ‘‘would 
have staggered an after-theatre 
crowd.”’ :

Estate 
Owners and Edward P. Doyle of the 
Wew York Real Estate Board, both of 
Whom insisted that the passage of this 
bill represented an act. of bad faith on 
the part of the Republican majority in 
the lawmaking body, in view of 
ledges that no rent legislation should 
passed beyond a bill extending the 
Operation of the emergency rent laws

Governor Smith declared that the 
bill required tenants to. prove in good 
faith, in making application to the 
courts for an extension of time, that 
they had tried: but. had been unable to 
obtain other suitable accommodation, 
and that discretion was vested in the 
Court to refuse or grant an extension 
and to determine for how long. This

STUDENT MAY SAVE 
MILLIONS FOR BRAZIL 


Has Found Plant, College Head 
Says, That May Take Place of 
Jute in Making Coffee Sacks. 





An annual expense of several mil- 
lion dollars for jute, from which bur- 
lap is spun and woven into sacks used 
in the shipment ‘of coffee, may be 
saved shortly for Brazil through dis- 
coveries by a student at Mackenzie 
College, San Paolo, -Brazil,, whose 
President, Dr. William A. Waddell, 
formerly of Albany, made the an- 
nouncement when he arrived here yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Waddell, for thirty-four years in 
Brazilian educational work, told of ex- 
periments by Benedicto Garcez, while 
working for his bachelor’s degree, 
whereby a plant long considered a nui- 
sance in’ Brazilian pastures had been 
found to possess in its fibres qualities 
superior in ways to,jute and manila 
hemp. The Government has such con- 
fidence in the possibilities that it has 
appointed a commission with Garcez 
as its head to further the work, and 
Brazilian capitalists have offered to 
develop plantations if experiments are 
successful. The name of ‘the plant is 
for the time being withheld. 

Garcez, according to Dr. Waddell, 
fourd that the fibre.in the ‘‘nuisance 
plant” could be spun into material 
that had- greater resistance to salt 
water and to all moisture than had 
manila hemp and -was stronger in 
every way .than jute. 

Dr. Waddell is associated with the 
Presbyterian Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions and visited its ‘headquarters, 156 
Fifth Avenue; previous to his depar- 
ture for Albany. 


WILLIAMS TUITION RISES. 


Amount Is’ Now $400, With its 
for Poor Students, 

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., May 11 (# 
—Tuition at Williams College has been 
Taiséd $100 a year to $400, it was an- 
nounced today by Willard Hoyt, Sec- 
retary of the Board of Trustees. Spe- 
cial provision was made for students 
of limited means. 

The action was taken by the trustees 
on Saturday when it was shown that 
the cost of educating a student at 
Williams is $385 a year over and above 
tuition, room charges and fees. The 
tuition collections alone, it was said, 
fall below the total salaries of officers 
of instruction. 

“The trustees of Williams College 
therefore decided to increase tuition, 
with ample provision for scholarships 
and the needs of students of limited 
means,’’ Mr. Hoyt said. 

The President was authorized to re- 
mit part of the tuition fee, in his dis- 
cretion. 

It was also provided that all general 
scholarship allowances should be in- 
creased by $100 a year.

Home Purchased to Protect 
His Art Gallery. 


ARE ASSESSED AT $275,000 


Banker Now Controls Whole City 
Block With the Exception of 
Property on Park Avenue. 


J. P. Morgan added'to his real estate 
holdings in’ the Murray Hill section 
yesterday by the purchase. of two 
houses in East Thirty-seventh Street, 
in the same block with his residence. 
The houses occupy a large plot in the 
rear of the Morgan art gallery and 
the purchase was made to protect the 
gallery. 

The property siailiabe of two old- 
fashioned four-story and basement 
residence, with a combined frontage 
on the street of thirty-eight feet and 
running back 100 feet to the art gal- 
lery. They were sold by the estate 
of Charles Lanier to the Flintlock 
Realty Company, a holding company 
for Morgan real estate. The announce. 


ment of the purchase was made by 
William A. White & Sons, brokers, 
acting for Mr. Morgan. Brown, Whee- 
lock: Harris, Vought & Co. negotiated 
the sale: ‘Francis R. Appleton Jr. was 
attorney for the seller and King, Lane 
& Trafford represented Mr. Morgan. 

The property, which is known as 26, 
28 and 30 East Thirty-seventh Street, 
is valued on the 1926 assessment rolls 
at $275,000. Its purchase is significant 
in view of Mr. Morgan's large holdings 
in the block and his long fight against 
the encroachment of trade in the Mur- 
ray Hill section. Including yesterday’s 
purchase the banker now controls the 
whole city block containing his resi- 
dence and the art gallery, with the ex- 
ception of the Park Avenue blockfront, 
which runs back 100 feet. 

Mr. Morgan’s holdings give him the 
whole blockfront on the east side of 
Madison Avenue from Thirty-sixth to 
Thirty-seventh Street, running back 
to a depth of 300 feet on the north side 
of Thirty-sixth Street and 240 feet on 
the south side of Thirty-seventh Street. 
These properties have a total assessed 
value of $1,765,000 and include the art 
gallery, which is exempt from taxa- 
tion. In the~block to the south Mr. 
Morgan owns the six-story building at 
32 East Thirty-sixth Street, opposite 
the art gallery, and 211 to 215 Madison 
Avenue, two dwellings and a garage. 
These four buildings are assessed at 
$623,000. 

Mr. Morgan and the Murray Hill As- 
sociation, of which he is the President, 
were defeated recently in their long 
fight to preserve the immediate neigh- 

borhood of. the -banker’s home at 
Thirty-seventh Street and Madison 
Avenue as an exclusively residential 
zone.. Despite their active opposition, 
the City Plan Committee of the Board 
of Estimate voted last month to recom- 
mend to the board that the west side 
of Madison Avenue between Thirty- 
sixth and Thirty-seventh Streets be 
designated as a business zone. Mr. 
Morgan will protest the proposed 
change in the courts. 

The two Morgan residences are sit- 
uated on the opposite or eastern side 
of Madison Avenue, the old Morgan 
homestead being at Thirty-sixth Street 
and Madison Avenue and the newer 
home at Thirty-seventh Street.

Mark Should Cover Whole Ring. 

The Good and Welfaré Committee of 
the National Jewelers’) Board of Trade 
has gone on record as condemning the 
practice of stamping onyx rings with 
a karat mark when the entire article, 
except the insignia or initial, is not 
made of the quality of gold indicated 
by, the stamp.

The twenty-two-story Pennsylvania 
-Building on the north side of Thirty- 
fourth Street, between Seventh and 
BHighth Avenues, was purchased yes- 
terday by. Benjamin Winter, real es- 
tate operator, in a deal involving more 
than $8,000,000. The property was sold 
by Julius Tishman & Sohs, the build- 
ers, and as part of the transaction Mr. 
Winter gave in trade the site of the 
old Frank Jay Gould riding academy 
in West Fifty-seventh Street. 

The purchase of the Pennsylvania 
Building is Mr. Winter's first venture 
in important mid-town business prop- 
erty, as his major real estate opera- 


confined almost exclusively to Fifth 
Avenue. In announcing his purchase 
yesterday Mr. Winter said he would 
hold the property for investment be- 
cause of this faith in Thirty-fourth 
Street as one of the great business 
thoroughfares of the city. 

“It is my firm belief that Thirty- 
fourth Street will shortly be as valua- 
ble a business thoroughfare as Forty- 
second Street,”” Mr. Winter said, ‘‘be- 
cause of the Pennsylvania Station and 
the various transit lines which make 
it one of the most active arteries in the 
city. It is for this reason that I have 
now for the first time turned my at- 
tention to Thirty-fourth Street with the 
purchase of the Pennsylvania Building, 
which be maintained for executive 
office purposes only.
